There were some Americans, out 
of good conscience, who gave up

Such an act is a mere 
protest, a gesture, and has nothing 
to do with providing food to the 
hungry people of the world.

In fact, when Americans cut back 
on their food consumption it may 
have an opposite effect. 
Do without turkey and thousands 
of turkey farmers go down the drain. 
Half of the population of the United 
States could become vegetarians 
tomorrow, without putting an ounce 
of food into the mouths of the babies 
of Bangladesh. 
Tightening the belt has a lot ol 
effects. 
In the U. S. doing without a new 
car means laying off 200,000 auto 
workers. The housewife boycott of 
beef certainly had something to with 
the plight of the nation’s cattlemen, 
many of whom have gone bankrupt. 
The recent food conference in 
Rome had a simple solution. It is for 
all rich countries, whether they be 
rich in food, oil, or whatever, should 
give to the poor. What if this should 
happen and the rich countries were 
to give to the point that they sink to 
the level of the poor countries? 
For generations now, it has been 
presumed that Uncle Sam is so rich 
that he will never go broke. We have

had abundant natural resources and 
a system of free enterprise that 
rewards hard work and industry. 
Yet there is a limit to what any 
nation, as well as any individual, can 
do. We are certainly ending an era of 
w aste 
and 
squandering 
our 
resources. Yet we cannot take on the 
entire world to support. 
In fact, we are finding it very 
difficult to support our own poor. 
Those of us in this country who are 
still working seem to be called upon 
to support more and more of the 
world’s population who either can’t 
or won’t support themselves. 
As 
a short term measure, the 
American people can help relieve 
some of the world’s hunger by our 
donations to the organizations trying 
to feed them, but this is only short 
term help and over the long run may 
hurt more than it helps. There ap­ 
parently are only two solutions to 
their problem and the sooner they go 
to work on these solutions the better 
off they will be. 
Some way must be found to curb 
their over-population problem. They 
must learn to control the size of their 
families to more nearly conform 
with their ability to support them. 
And secondly, with our help they 
must find some way to increase their 
productivity—either to grow their 
own food or to earn enough to buy 
ours. 
While the American farmer may 
be able to grow enough foodstuffs to 
feed the world, he cannot do it 
without making a fair return on his 
investment and labor. In fact, that is 
one of our problems today. As rich 
as we are as a nation, we still deny 
our farmers a fair return at the 
market place. 
Needless to say, the hungry of this 
world are a major problem con­ 
fronting us, but like so many of our 
problems, just making Americans 
feel guilty will not solve it.

guns and amunition given 
them by the United States. In 
these trying times very few 
countries are able to wage 
much of a war unless one of 
the bigger countries furnish 
them the weapons, and what 
would the evening network 
news be worth without at 
least one or two scenes of 
open warfare? It’s a dull day 
when the networks can ’t 
find at least two countries, 
whether we’ve ever heard of 
them before or not, shooting 
at each other. 


So, what the United States, 
Russia and China ought to do 
is get together and agree 
that, while they’ll continue 
furnishing weapons to any 
country that threatens to go 
the other way if military aid 
is stopped, all amunition will 
be blanks. 


Then say when Greece and 
Turkey for example start 
shooting at each other, I 
doubt if one T.V. viewer in a 
thousand could tell they were 
using blank cartridges. Think 
what it would save in ar­ 
mored tanks alone. Why, we 
wouldn’t have to furnish them 
new ones oftener than every 
three or four wars, maybe 
longer if they’d learn how to 
grease them and change the 
oil. And the saving in lead 
alone would go a long way 
toward paying Congressmen 
the higher salary they need if 
they’re going to whip in­ 
flation.

What com e* to your mind 
when you hear the nam e o f 
Jeannie C. R iley? “ Harper V al­ 
ley P T .A .," the song she rode 
to stardom? A stream ing siren 
in mini-skirt? 
While Jeannie did achieve 
fame in the above role, and her 
rendition o f “ Harper Valley 
p.T A .” sold six m illion copies, 
she w ould be more than a little 
disappointed if her present pub 
lie image hinged only on that 
Although she had dream ed 
of success for m any years, 
Jeannie was hardly prepared 
for the resounding impact her 
hit song had on the m usic in­ 
dustry and the world. But she 
is grateful that her break fin ­ 
ally cam e, even if it did cost 
her a husband and left her p h y­ 
sically and spiritually exhaust­ 
ed at one point. 
Jeannie C. Riley looks at 
her astounding career from a 
new perspective today. “ Since 
I cam e to know Jesus as my 
Saviour, I know w hy I becam e 
a star. God wanted m e to be a 
witness for Him and He put me 
in a place to m eet a lo t o f peo­ 
ple all over the world. And He 
gave me the talents I have, 
to o , whatever they are," she 
says. 
The R iley fam ily m oved to 
Nashville in 1966, her husband 
to operate a service station, and 
Jeannie to make the rounds on 
Music R ow , often w ith baby 
daughter Kim on her hip. Her 
first job was secretarial. It was 
while working at it that she 
recorded her hit song in June, 
1968. 
Until tw o years ago, her life 
was com m itted to a career and 
being a good m other. “ But I 
wasn’t happy. I was so miser 
able and im patient w ith m yself 
and life in general,” she recalls. 


U ltim ately, Jeannie entered 
the hospital, suffering from 
exhaustion. Her sister, Helen 
S cott, brought her a copy of 
The Living Hi hie as a com bin­ 
ation 
birthday 
and 
get well 
present. 
"I really thought I’d rather 
have som e exciting gothic no­ 
vel. I had tried reading the Bible 
before, but put it away once 
and for all as som ething not 
worth reading. 
When my sister gave me this 
Living Bible she asked me to 
read the book o f John and I 
did. After an hour or so of 
reading in my hospital room , 
I felt wonderful! I had a Bible 
I could understand. This was 
so plain a child could read it 
and understand. 
"I kept reading w hen I went 
back to work and wound up 
carrying my Living Bible on 
the road. Then I began stop ­ 
ping at little churches along my 
route, taking part in services ” 
Jeannie realized that she had 
never really trusted the Lord. 
When she did that, everything 
began to change. She and Him 
got active in Forest Hills Bap­ 
tist Church in Nashville. She 
attributes her new joy and new 
life to “reading the Bible and 
hearing the words o f our preach - 
cr. I w ent forward one night and 
gave m y life to Jesus. It was 
the best m ove I ever made," 
she declares. 
The new Jeannie C. Riley 
is still outspoken. Her family 
rem em bers that she always said 
w hat she thought. “ I can’t help 
that," she says. “ I just hope 
the Lord can use m y spoken 
w itness and that I’ll always be 
w illing to speak up for H im .”

In fact, when Americans cut back 
on their food consumption it may 
have an opposite effect. 
Do without turkey and thousands 
of turkey farmers go down the drain. 
Half of the population of the United 
States could become vegetarians 
tomorrow, without putting an ounce 
of food into the mouths of the babies 
of Bangladesh. 
Tightening the belt has a lot ot 
effects. 
In the U. S. doing without a new 
car means laying of! 200,000 auto 
workers. The housewife boycott of 
beef certainly had something to with 
the plight of the nation’s cattlemen, 
many of whom have gone bankrupt. 
The recent food conference in 
Rome had a simple solution. It is for 
all rich countries, whether they be 
rich in food, oil, or whatever, should 
give to the poor. What if this should 
happen and the rich countries were 
to give to the point that they sink to 
the level of the poor countries? 
For generations now, it has been 
presumed that Uncle Sam is so rich 
that he will never go broke. We have

had abundant natural resources and 
a system of free enterprise that 
rewards hard work and industry. 
Yet there is a limit to what any 
nation, as well as any individual, can 
do. We are certainly ending an era of 
w aste 
and 
squandering 
our 
resources. Yet we cannot take on the 
entire world to support. 
In fact, we are finding it very 
difficult to support our own poor. 
Those of us in this country who are 
still working seem to be called upon 
to support more and more of the 
world’s population who either can’t 
or won’t support themselves. 
As 
a short term measure, the 
American people can help relieve 
some of the world’s hunger by our 
donations to the organizations trying 
to feed them, but this is only short 
term help and over the long run may 
hurt more than it helps. There ap­ 
parently are only two solutions to 
their problem and the sooner they go 
to work on these solutions the better 
off they will be. 
Some way must be found to curb 
their over-population problem. They 
must learn to control the size of their 
families to more nearly conform 
with their ability to support them. 
And secondly, with our help they 
must find some way to increase their 
productivity—either to grow their 
own food or to earn enough to buy 
ours. 
While the American farmer may 
be able to grow enough foodstuffs to 
feed the world, he cannot do it 
without making a fair return on his 
investment and labor. In fact, that is 
one of our problems today. As rich 
as we are as a nation, we still deny 
our farmers a fair return at the 
market place. 
Needless to say, the hungry of this 
world are a major problem con­ 
fronting us, but like so many of our 
problems, just making Americans 
feel guilty will not solve it.

Then say when Greece and 
Turkey for exam ple start 
shooting at each other, I 
doubt if one T V. viewer in a 
thousand could tell they were 
using blank cartridges. Think 
what it would save in a r­ 
mored tanks alone. Why, we 
wouldn't have to furnish them 
new ones oftener than every 
three or four w ars, maybe 
longer if they’d learn how to 
grease them and change the 
oil. And the saving in lead 
alone would go a long way 
toward paying Congressmen 
the higher salary they need if 
they’re going to whip in­ 
flation.
